a biasing assembly disposed between sai d clamnim* assembly and said housing which 
biases said clamping me mber in a direction toward said housing and thereby requires operator 
actuation to affect pivotation of said clamping member about the pivot axis of said handgrip 
handle in a direction awav from said housing, wheroby th e flashlight i q abl e to - bo huog - froffl a 
fltationary momber; wfaoroin the grip ia qMo to bo actuated by one hond of o u^or of the floghligfat^ 

2. (Currently amended) The flashlight according to claim I, wherein t lie housing further 
oomprioing comprises a base for standing the flashlight upright thereon. o»r 

3. (Cuxrently amended) The flashlight according to claim 2, wherein the base iurther wtnprtoing 
comprises at least o ne or mor e f ee t f oot f or balancing the flashlight when standing on the j te 
base. 

4. (Currently amended) The flashlight according to claim I, wherein t he housing further 
comprising at least o ne or - mono el e vations elevation f or protecting 4he a lens of the flashlight h sm 
from breaking. 
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5. (Curreiitly amended) The flashlight according to claim 1, wherein t he housing fiirthcr 
compriflinfi comprises a compartment for storag e defined at least in part bv said hou.sing . 

6. (Original) The flashlight according to claim 5, wherein the compartment contains ftfty ^at least 
one item o r more it e mfl s elected from the group consisting of tools, batteries^ an electrical cord 
able to plug into an electrical outlet for recharging the fla^light. and an electrical cord able to 
plug into a cigarette lighter of a motor vehicle for recharging the flaahtighL 

7. (Currently amended) The flashlii^t according to claim 1 wherein said handgrip handle is 
fiirther oomprioing a handle for carrying - tt te floahlight^ fli e handl e poaitioned on - th a ■ flashlight oo 
that tho grip oim bo aotuatod actuated b y a hand tho ono hand of tho ua e r of the flashlight that is 
an operator that is h olding the handgrip handle, haadio ^ when holding the handl e , 

8. (Currently amended> The flashlight according to claim 1 flirther comprising a switch for 
tumiug on and off the flashlight, wherein the switch is accessibly positioned near the handgrip 
handle on a top end of the flashli{^t for reach hy the on e hand of the uaer a n operator o f the 
flashlight that is holding the hiindgrip h andle wh t» n holding th e handi e> 

9. (Original) The flashlight according to claim 8 whert^in the flashlight provides one or more 
intensities of lighting by operation of the switch, 

10. (Currently amended) The flashlight according to claim 1 wherein the ^rip clamping member 
is securable to any surface selected from the group consisting of a motor vehicle roof, a motor 
vehicle hood, a motor vehicle trunk, a seat pocket on a motor vehicle seat, and motor vehicle 
luggage box. 
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1 1. (Currently amended) A portable lighting device securable to a surface, the device comprising: 

a housing having at least one lamp clement disposed at a fix>nt end of the device; 
a handgrip h andle adjacent to the housing tor carrying the device; 

a clampin i^ assembly extCTding tan^entiallv from said handgrip handle and pivoting 
relative to a longitudinal axis of said handjarip handle, said clampitui assembly configured for 
securing able to a e our e- t he device to the surface; and 

a biasing assembly for biasing said clamping assembly m a clamping direction with 
respect to said Itousinsu a n actUQlor tang e nt to th e clamp tor op e mtmg th e clamp wh e n se outing 
th e d e vic e to th e a uFfac e. 

12. (Original) The lighting device according to claim ll» further comprising one or more 
elevations disposed about the lamp element for protecting the lamp element from damage. 

13. (Original) The lighting device according to claim J 1, further comprising a base for standing 
the device in an upright position when not carried. 

14. (Original) The lifting device according to claim 13, further comprising one or more legs for 
supporting the device in an upright position when not carried. 

15. (Original) The lighting device according to claim 11, further comprising a compartment 
within the housing tor carrying a rechargeable element. 

16. (Original) The lighting device according to claim 15» wherein the rechargeable element is 
selected from the group consisting of one or more batteries, an electrical cord able to plug into an 
electrical outlet for recharging the flashlight, and an electrical cord able to plug into a cigarette 
lighter of a motor vehicle for recharging the flashlights 
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17. (Original) The lighting device according to claim II. further comprising a switch for 
actuating the device, wherein the switch is disposed on tiie housing so that the switch can be 
reached by a hand of a user of the device that is carrying the device when carrying the device, and 
wherein the switch is disposed on the housing so that the switch con be reached when the device 
is standing in an upright position. 

18. (Original) The lighting device according to claim 11» further comprising a charge outlet for 
recharging the device^ and a charge indicator for indicating that the device is being recharged, 

19. (Currently amended) A method of securing a portable lamp to an object, the method of 
securing comprising the steps of: 

providing the lamp with a lumination source and a hand^p handle opposite the 
lumination source; 

attaching a soouring oyyanggmc Rt clamping qs^mbly to - tho lamp adiaoont to th e 
proximate the handioip h andle: 

grasping the lamp by the handgrip handle: 

asserting a force uoon said clamninig assembly to. rotate said clamping assembly relative 
to a longitudinal axis of said handgrip handle and in a non-clampinfe direction to e xt e nding on e 
o r more tlng e rti again s t a l e %^ e r thereby raising th e s e euring arrang e m e nt - from the lamp, oroating 
create a space for receiving an object between said clampinft assembly and said housinei t o s e cur e 
th e Lamp onto; 

inserting the object into the emted space - botwoon the ooouring orrangemeit t -and th e 
lamp^ and 

deasserting said force to. thereby rotate said clanipin|g assembly relative to said handigip 
handle in a clamping direction to close said space and flaid - olamp^ii r otraotinp - th e on e or 
mor e fingero ftom the levoiv th e r e by low^oring the fiocurine - afrong e ment-towardo the lamp and 
floouring secure t he lamp onto the object. 
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20. (New) The flashh'^t of claim 1 wherein said clamping assembly is fixedly cotuiccted to 
said handgrip handle, said handgrip handle is pivotal with respect to said housing and about a 
longitudinal axis of said handgrip handle, and said biasing assembly is disposed between said 
handgrip handle and said housing. 
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
